Scout leader pleads guilty 
to one charge of sodomy 



A suburban Boy Scout leader 
pleaded guilty today in County 
Court to sodomizing a young boy 
V had met through the scouting 
program last year. 

Bryan A. Burner. 27. of Lincoln 
Street. Tally, pleaded guilty before 
Judge Patrick J. Cunningham to a 
foJuny charge of second-degree 
sodomy. 

Although Burner could have 
faced up to seven years in prison 
for the conviction, Cunningham in- 
dicated he would sentence him to 
no more than one year in the Onon- 
daga County Correctional Facility 
ii jail is recommended. 

"My understanding is you Ye ad- 
arising your problem — you have 
j problem." the judge said as 
I lamer stood before htm. 

In court. Barner admitted only 
that he engaged in deviate sexual 
intercourse with a person younger 
than M last Nov 2-1. Cunningham 
did not ask him for any more de- 
tailed pleading ticeuuse of wnat tie 
s.aii was the "sensitive" nature uf 
the crime. 



A grand jury tn June handed up a 
nine-count indictment accusing 
Barner of three counts each of setv 
ond-degree sodomy, second-de- 
gree sexual abuse and endangering 
the welfare of a child. 

The charge to which Burner 
pleaded guilty today specifically 
accused nun of soaotm/ang a 12- 
year-old hoy last \ov\ 2-1 

Officials said the overall indict- 
ment related to the sodomy and 
sexual abuse of two 12-year-old 
boys last Nov. 24. One of the 
youths also was sodomi.:ed again 
on May ?. the indictment charged. 

State police, in announcing 
Earner's arrest in M.i>\ .-<ad he was 
a unit commie-toner f ;r fhe B»>y 
Scouts tn the Tally area. The v:e- 
aims were said to haw met Horner 
through i he se.uamg program, in- 
vestigators reporteu.

Lavere said police beiieve^rri- 
bung fled to hw mother's house soon 
after his indictment on 61 charges of 
raping, sodomizing and abusing four 
M-and 15-year-old female inmates 
at the Hillbrook Detention Center. 
Stribling, 29, was a part-time coun- 
selor at the center for youths. 

Supporting the police suspicions 
on Strtbltng's location were sub* 
poenaed telephone records showing 
many calls from Stribling's 
mother's home to his uncle's home 
in Syracuse, Lavere said 

He said Memphis police told him 
they couid not find Stribling. But he 
and Inv. Gene Rifenburg of the 
state police violent felony warrant 
unit kept urging the police to check 
again. 

On Friday, the Shelby County 
Sheriffs Department nabbed Stri- 
bling near his mother's home. 

"He's not thai hard to spot be- 
cause he's S-foot-9 and weighs 3C0 
pounds.'* Lavere said. 

Stnbhng is being held in a Mem- 
phis jati in lieu of SI million bail. An 
arraignment and a hearing on 
whether he should be sent here ts 
scheduled for Monday.

Stnbling. who worked at the Hill- 
brook center from December 1381 
to June 1982, was arrested and 
charged with several sex charges m 
June 1982. But he was released on 
his own recognizance when the Dis- 
trict Attorney did not send a repre- 
sentative to hts preliminary hear- 
ing. District Attorney Richard A. 
Hennessy Jr. said at the time that is 
sometimes part of the prosecution 
strategy. 

But Stnbhng fled when he was 
indicted in December on 61 charges, 
including rape* sexual abuse, sod- 
omy, unlawful imprisonment, coer- 
cion and official misconduct. The in- 
dictment said Stribling allowed the 
girts extra privileges in return for 
so*. 

A second employee was accused 
of acting as a lookout for Stnbhng. 
Bui a judge dismissed four charges 
against her because he found insuf- 
ficient evidence to prosecute her.

A suburban Boy Scout official is 
! expected to be arraigned next week 
in County Court after being indicted 
, Friday on charges he sexually mo- 
■ lested two teen-aged boys last 
! year. 

I The same county grand jury that 
handed up ihat indictment also 
! handed up sex-related indictments 
j against three other men. One 
. i charged a deaf man with raping an 
; East Side woman last month and an- 
other charged a Fayeueville man 
with raping his 3-year-old grand- 
daughter. 

Another of the indictments re- 
ported out of the district attorney's 
office Friday, accusing a suburban 
man of burglary and sodomy, is 
under review by a County Court 
judge. The defense attorney in the 
case complained Thursday his cti- 
j ent wasn't given an opportunity to 
' appear before the grand jury* he- 
fore the indictment was voted on 
earlier this week. 



(n the first case. Bryan Alan 
Barner. 26. of 6 Lincoln St.. Tully. is 
accused of two counts each of sec- 
ond-degree sodomy, second-degree 
sexual abuse and endangering the 
welfare of a child. 

Authorities said the victims were 
two K!-year-old boys Qarner repor- 
tedly met through the Boy Scouts 
State police, m announcing Qarners 
arrest May 31, identified him as a 
unit commissioner for the Bo> 
Scouts in the Tully area. 

Although the incidents are al- 
leged to have occurred last Nov. 24. 
officials said the matter did not 
come to light until late last month 
when one of the victims reported 
the incident to his parents. 

Barner is free on bad pending dis- 
position of the charges. 

Assistant District Attorney W. 
Patrick Mullin is handling Barner's 
case as well as the case against the 
59-year-old Fayeueville grandfa- 
ther.

2A. of 516 E. Willow 
with first degree rape, first-de- 
gree sexual abuse and first- and sec- 
ond-degree burglary in connection 
with a May 20 incident in which a 
22-year-old East .Side woman was 
attacked in her apartment. 

Officials saia Wixted. who is deaf 
and cannot talk, wrote notes to the 
victim during the incident., includ- 
ing one in which he left his name 
and address. 

Police charged that Wixted 
forced hi* way^nto the woman's 
apartment after she answered a 
knock on her door. 

In the case where the indictment 



is being challenged by the defcn.se. 
21-year-oid William R Baezof 64-15 
Bennetts Corners Road in Memphis, 
is facing charges of first-degree bur- 
glary, first-degree sodomy and 
third-degree assault in connection 
with a June 16 incident in the town 
of Elbndgc. 

In County Court Thursday. Baez's 
attorney. Edward Z. Menkin. asked 
Judge William J. Burke to dismiss 
the indictment and order the case 
presented to a new grand jury be- 
cause Bae2 was not given an oppor- 
tunity, to appear before the panel 
that returned the indictment 

Menkin accused the prosecution 
of having the grand jury vote on the 
indictment last Monday to avoid 
having to conduct a preliminary ex- 
amination scheduled for that mght 
in court in Elbndge. 

A defendant charged with a fel- 
ony has a right to appear before the 
grand jury considering the charges. 
But Menkin argued that he was first 
given notice that the grand jury was 
considering the case abouL 5* p.m. 
Monday, sometime after the panel 
had voted to indict Baez. 

Although the district attorney'; 
office has agreed to allow Bacz tc 
come in and tell his story to thi 
same grand jury. Menkin asked thu 
the case be presented to a differrn 
panel. He told Burke he didn't be 
lieve Baez could get a fair heurtn 
before a group of people who ;tt
